Health  Sciences  and  Society  is  a  program 
that  offers  a  curriculum  which  integrates  the 
natural  sciences  with  the  social  sciences,  and 
those  two  disciplines  with  the  humanities  and 
the  arts.  The  curriculum  is  designed  to  ensure 
that  the  student  will  be  exposed  to  different 
career  paths  within  the  vast  and  changing 
health  care  industry. 

Humanities  and  Social  Sciences  are  an 
integral  ingredient  to  each  curriculum  in  the 
allied  health  sciences.  Through  these 
disciplines  the  student  is  made  aware  of  the 
richness  and  complexity  of  the  person  who 
will  take  on  the  role  of  client  or  patient. 
Literature,  philosophy,  and  religion  address 
questions  of  the  nature  of  persons.  History, 
psychology,  and  sociology  place  the  individual 
in  the  context  of  society.  Both  disciplines  are 
necessary  components  in  offering  the  student 
a  comprehensive  picture  of  the  individuals 
with  whom  they  will  interact  as  the  student 
assumes  his  or  her  professional  role  in  one  of 
the  allied  health  sciences. 

Health  Education  and  Related  Training 
(HEART)  is  a  program  created  for 
educationally  disadvantaged  students.  It  is  a 
decelerated  3-year  Associate  Degree  program. 
After  successfully  completing  this  program, 
the  students  may  move  into  a  2-year 
curriculum  for  an  Associate  Degree.  HEART 
introduces  students  to  the  health  sciences 
professions.  It  provides  courses  in  English, 
math,  computers  and  the  sciences.  It  provides 
academic  assistance  throughout  the  courses 
and  prepares  students  for  further  education  as 
health  care  practitioners.

The  Mental  Health  Technologist  is  prepared 
to  perform  A  diversity  of  tasks  within  service 
delivery  in  the  mental  health  field.  The 
technologist  carries  responsibilities  in  a 
degree  commensurate  with  his/her  middle 
level  professional  education,  involving  direct 
patient  care  and  contact  with  the  families  of 
patients. 

The  associate  degree  program  in  mental 
health  technology  prepares  students  to  meet 
the  demanding  need  for  qualified  mental 
health  and  human  services  workers.  These 
workers  function  as  part  of  a  team  of  other 
human  services  professionals  (The 
Psychiatrist,  Psychologist,  Social  Workers, 
Psychiatric  Murse  ETC).  In  mental  health  and 
human  services  agencies. 

The  Bachelor  of  science  program  is  an 
upper  division  program  preparing  students  for 
mid-level  positions  in  the  mental  health 
delivery  program.  Hahnemann  students 
acquire  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary 
for  the  effective  practice  of  psychosocial 
treatment  related  to  community  mental 
health,  psychiatric  rehabilitation  and 
resocialization.

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NURSING 


The  Associate  Degree  Nursing  Program  is 
a  two  year  accelerated  program  combining 
liberal  arts,  science  and  nursing  courses 
that  include  rotations.  At  the  end  of  two 
successfully  completed  years,  the  graduate 
is  prepared  to  take  the  State  Board  of 
Examination  leading  to  licensing  as  a 
registered  nurse.  The  program  prepares  a 
skilled  patient-side  nurse  who  can  function 
on  the  health  care  team  in  a  hospital  and 
in  the  community.  The  Hahnemann 
graduate  will  have  an  in-depth  grasp  of 
concepts  underlying  basic  health  problems. 
The  nursing  process  is  used  to  plan  care 
for  patients  at  various  stages  of  the  life 
cycle  when  there  are  disruptions  of  health, 
crisis  situations,  and  alterations  in  life  style. 

The  Bachelor  of  Science  Nursing  program 
gives  RNs  who  have  either  an  associate 
degree  or  a  nursing  diploma  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree.  The  program  is  built  upon  the 
knowledge  base  in  nursing  already  acquired 
by  students  in  their  first-step  programs.  The 
focus  is  upon  enlarging  and  deepening  the 
cognitive  skills  of  the  nursing  process,  no 
repetition  of  foundational  knowledge 
occurs.

The  Physical 
Therapist  Assistant 
Program  is  designed 
to  train  individuals  to 
perform  basic 
physical  therapy 
procedures  in 
accordance  with  an 
established  plan  of 
care  under  the 
supervision  of  a 
physical  therapist. 
The  graduate  of  an 
accredited  physical 
therapist  assistant 
educational  program 
is  eligible  to  take  the 
examination  for  state 
licensure  and  practice 
as  a  PTA.  Although 
several  courses  in  the 
curriculum  can  be 
applied  to  other 
academic  degrees, 
the  PTAP  does  not 
intend  to  prepare 
students  to  enter  a 
physical  therapist 
educational 
curriculum.

UNDERCLASSMEN 
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MEMORIES 
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PHYSICIAN  ASSISTANT 

Physician  assistants  are  primary  health 
care  providers  who  work  under  the 
supervision  of  a  physician  as  vital 
members  of  the  health  care  team. 

The  concept  of  the  physician  assistant  is 
relatively  new  and  has  developed  from  the 
basic  premise  that  many  tasks  performed 
by  physicians  can  be  carried  out  equal 
competence  specially  trained  health 
professionals.  Hahnemann  graduates  are 
trained  to  perform  complete  or  directed 
history  and  physical  exams,  organize  the 
results,  evaluate  tests,  diagnose,  or 
present  cases  in  a  problem  oriented 
fashion  to  the  supervising  physician.  They 
are  also  trained  to  carry  out  the 
therapeutic  plan  and  counsel  patients 
about  signs  and  symptoms,  the  meaning 
of  the  diagnosis,  the  rationale  for  the 
effects  of  treatment,  the  prognosis,  and 
necessary  follow-up.
